Ten 
years ago, oll imports cost ap- 
proximately $2b. but, Carter said, 
such imports will cost more than 
$45b. in 1978. τ 

This, he said, was “the primary 
reason for our problems with the 
balance of trade and the decreasing 
value of the doliar."” 

The $4.5b. balance-of-payments 
deficit in February was the worst 
trade deficit in U.S. history. 

Carter told the newspaper editors

‘Hebrew Council’ idea approved 


Premier Menahem Begin’s 
proposal to create a "Hebrew Coun- 
cil’ — a British Council-type institu- 
tion which would teach Hebrew and 
Jewish culture to Jews throughout 
the world — was endorsed yesterday 
by the joint governmentJewish 
Agency and World Zionist Executive 
coordinating committee. 


According to Begin's proposal, 
“Hebrew Counci]” offices in major 
cities throughout the world would be 
a buffer against assimilation by 
providing both formal and informal

Smooth pullback by IDF units 
from nine points in South Lebanon

Israel's pullback from part of the 
eastern sector of Southern Lebanon 
went smoothly yesterday — the first 
Part of the two-stage partial 
withdrawal being compieted by 5 
p.m. The first units of the Israel 
Defence Forces pulled back at 10 
a.m. 

Israeli soldiers were pulled back to 
two to seven kilometres from nine 
main points in the sector, including 
Jabl Ashar, Nakr Asharki and 
Rakakat — an area of several dozen 
square kilometres in all. 

All points were handed over by the 
dust-stained Israelis te smartly un- 
iformed Ν᾿ troops of the UN 
Interim Forces in Lebanon 
{UNIFIL). The Norwegians brought 
guard dogs to several! of the 
positions, most of which were dug In 
and fenced. 

Gen. Emmanuel Erskine, 
Ghanaian commander of UNIFIL, 
observed the hand-over in the village 
of Rashaya Foukhar, about 10 km. 


from the Israel border. ‘‘Today 
marks the beginning of the major 
withdrawal,"" he said, adding that 
“our job is to see that the area is not 
used for hostile actions.” 

The village used to be a Christian 
Community of 2,000 before Palesti- 
nian terrorists took ft over. Israel 
moved into Southern Lebanon three 
weeks ago in an operation aimed at 
ousting the terrorists. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
visited the area of the pullbacks 
yesterday, as well as other parts of 
Southern Lebanon. He met with local 
inhabitants and IOF commanders 
and troops. He did not meet with 
Christian representatives. 

Chief of Staff Mordechai Gur also 
toured the area of the withdrawal 
and the new lines set up by the IDF. 

On Friday Israel will pull back 
from another 50-odd square 
kilometres, this time from the 
eastern half of the central sector, 
starting from a point two kma. east 
cf the Akia bridge. This vacuum is 


due to be filled by ἃ battalion of 


Nepalese UN troopa, who were 
scheduled to arrive last night at Ben- 
Gurion Airport. 

The Nepalese are to be located at 
the Beit Nabala military camp until 
being deployed in Southern Lebanon 
by the end of the week. _ 

Gen. Erskine, who met yesterday 
with Israeli officers at Metulla, said 
that UNIFIL so far had about 1.800 of 
its prescribed 4,000 men In the field. 
He said the arrival of the Nepalese 
troops would bring the force up to 2,- 
500. 


The general declined to say 
whether the “good fence’’ border 
point between Israel and Southern 
Lebanon would be maintained after 
UNIFIL completed Its take-over. He 
called this a “political deciaion."’ 

The Christian residents of the 
Marjayoun enclave expressed 
sorrow and disappointment at 
Israel's withdrawal. However, thelr 
commander, Major Saad Haddad 
sounded more encouraged, telling 
newsmen that he believes a positive 
solution in the area 1s possible. 


180 civilians killed in fighting 
in S. Lebanon buried by Israel

Israel has so far buried 180 
civMane Wad ἐλ Ate Fiettire ts 
South Lebanon. it is estimated thet 
there are at least 100 more civiliau 
victims wha were either buried by 
their families or have not yet been 
found. 

This is the first authoritative — 
althongh not official — estimate of 
civilian casualties sustained during 
the fighting in Southern Lebanon last 
month. 

The estimate does not include 
civilian cagualties in areas other 
than that taken over by the Israel 
Defence Forces during end after the 
fighting. 

It was also revealed yesterday 
that about 800 terrorists are thought 
to have been killed. Earlier reports 
placed the number of terrorists kill- 
ed at abot 400. 

As for the refugees, some 80,000 to 
100,000 fled Seuth Lebanon during 


the five days of fighting and in the 
three days between the terrorist 
massacre on the Coastal Road 
Mae 2% 17 andthe THt"r easnorse. Of 
these, over 60,00¢ have returned to 
their homes. with thousands more 
streaming back each day. 


It was not known yesterday how 
many refugees left the Tyre and 
Rashidiya areas — which were not 
occupied by Israel — or how many 
have returned, But it is thought that 
since most of the PLO terrorists who 
fled Southern Lebanon converged on 
Tyre, many people are 5111] staying 
away from the port city. 


It was reported yesterday that 
army engineers have begun 
reconstruction work in 33 of the 98 
villages in Southern Lebanon, and 
that 164 tons of food and 105,000 litres 
of kercsene have been distributed to 
the people of the area. There are also 
14 clinics being operated by Israel in 
the area, as well as one hospital. 


Belgium raps Carter’s delay 
of neutron bomb production 


BRUSSELS. — Belgian Foreign’ 
Minister Henri Simonet yesterday 
assailed the U.S. as an oil-guzzling 
“glutton” that does not lve up to its 
responsibilities. 

The minister made the remerk 
while attacking President Jimmy 
Carter's decision last week to delay 
production of the neutron bomb. He 
was addressing the Belgian- 


American Association. 
Simonet said it is clear to 
Buropeans that the U.8. — “the 


world's first economic power, the 
glutton which consumes one-third of 
the energy used in the world, and the 
hub of the international monetary 
system — ts deliberately refusing to 
azsume the responsibilities resulting 


In Bonn on Monday, the West Ger- 
man government conferred with 
U.S. Ambassador Walter Stoessel as 
the neutron bomb controversy added 
new strain to Bonn's relations with 
Wi 

The meeting came as the conser- 
vative opposition blamed Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt for a “dramatic 


worsening’’ of U.S.-German 
relations it_said is endangering 
national security. 

A government spokesman said a 
senior aide to Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher arranged 
the meeting with Stoessel to deny 
that Genscher had personally 
criticized Carter over his decision. 

“Der Spiegel” said that Genscher, 
who flew to Washington last week to 
try to make Carter change his mind, 
personally criticized the President 
for ‘“‘destroying every rational 
calculation of the (NATO) alliance."" 
But State Secretary Guenther van 
Well told Stoessel that the foreign 
minister did not say ‘the words that 
were shoved Into Genscher'a mouth” 
by the news magezine, government 
spokesman Armin Gruenewald told 
AP. 


In a statement that did not men- 
tion Carter, the opposition Christian 
Democratic leadership blamed 
Schmidt for allowing relationa with 
Washington to worsen over 
economic, monetary and defence 
issues. 


Soviets claim UN official held by 
U.S. intelligence in ‘frame up’ 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — The 
Soviet Union charged yesterday that 
Arkady Shevchenko, its highest- 
ranking UN official, was being held 
under duress by U.S. intelligence 
services in 8. "frame-up"’ and 
demanded his immediate return. 

Shevchenko's New York lawyer, 
Ernest Gross, Immediately denied 
the statement. He sald Shevchenko 
had asked for leave “for health 
reasons...and a needed rest." He 
said Shevehenko had met in his of- 
fice with high Soviet officials Sun- 
dary night to air his differences with 
them 


Gross also categorically denied 
reports that Shevchenko had 


defected. In a telephone interview 
‘ Shevchenko 


f Gross said that 
ig oe of “political and personal 
differences" with his government — 
simply did not want to return to the 
Soviet Union. 

Re noted that for Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim te fire him 
from his job on the UN secretariat, 
as by the Soviet UN mis- 
sion, would be “completely con- 


trary" to the UN Charter article that 
forbids the secretary-general to take 
instructions from any government. 
Shevchenko's contract runs until 
April 1980. 

Lenon Romanov, spokesman for 
the Soviet mission to the UN issued 
the following statement: 


“Circumstances surrounding the 
disappearance of A.N. Shevehenko 
leave ne doubt that he has become a 
victim of a premeditated provoca- 
tion and that the U.S. Intelligence 
services have been directly involved 
in this detestable frame-up. It is also 
clear that at present he is In the 
hands of those services under duress 
and unable te act on hia own. 


"In connection with this out- 
rageous provocation. the Soviet 
Union has registered a atrong 
protest with the government of. the 
U.S. and demanded that Soviet 
citizen AN. Shevchenko be returned 
to the USSR. 

“The Soviet mission to the UN has 
been in touch on this matter with the 
UN secretary-general.” (UPI. AP) 


Woman killed

Begin for tests 


Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
will spend today in hospital, un- 
dergoing 5 routine checkup, his of- 
fice announced last night. 


Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin said yesterday that 
UNIFIL, the United Nations 
Interim Foree in Lebanon, is 
giving the firm impreasion that 
{t intends to contra] those parts 
of South Lebanon from which 
Israeli forces are gradually 
withdrawing. ᾽ 

Begin told the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee of the Knesset 
that UNIFIL was getting light tanks, 
armoured cars, and more than mere 
personal sidearms. 

“They appear to mean business. 


They have orders to fire at the. 


terrorists if need be. We can expect 
‘the terrorists to try to come back 
down south, and we can only assume 
that UNIFIL will make it difficult for 
them," Begin said. 

He said that relations with overall 
commander of UN forcea In the Mid- 
die East, Gen. Ensio Sillasvuo, and 
the UNIFIL commander Maj.-Gen. 
Emmanuel Erskine, were excellent. 
“Things are going like clockwork 
with them so far,"” Begin said. 

There was no UN pressure on 
Israel to accelerate the evacuation 
process, he safd. The UN understood 
that the extent to which Israel would 
pull its units back was cependent on 
the degree to which UNIFIL was 
already on the spot and ready to 
deploy along the whole front. The UN 
realized that it had to bring UNIFIL, 
up to full strength. 

The U.S. is not trying to stampede 
Israel into a hasty evacuation — 
even if some may have the opposite 
impreasion, Begin said. 

He told the committee that the 
Southern Lebanon operation brought 
several indisputable geina. The 
terrorists were pushed back across 
the Litani River and their infrastruc- 
ture south of the Litani had been 
shattered. 

Had last month's terrorist 
on the Coastal Road never taken 
place, he said, Israel sooner or later 
would have had to strike at the 
terrorists in Southern Lebanon. 
“Had we hit them with planes alone, 
we would have done much more 
destruction and drawn more 
blame," he said. 

Apart from these changes along 
the northern border, Begin said, 
Israel's operation has created the 
new fact of the UNIFIL presence, 
which is a significant development, 
while the Arab states — and above 
all Syria — stood idly by. 

Begin conceded that the picture in 
Southern Lebanon, and UNIFIL's 
place in that picture, would become 
clearer in two or three weeks. 

Only two members of the Foreign 
Affairs an? Deferc2 Commitce 
criticized the operation, Yosef Sarid 
{Alignment-Lahour) criticized it in 
very strong terms, and Amnon 
Rubinstein (Democratic Movement 
for Change) somewhat more mildly. 

Meir Talmi (Alignment-Mapam) 
said there were some achievements 
of the operation which could not be 
ignored. Abba Eban (Alignment- 
Labour) said there was no reason to 
fear strong U.S. pressure for a 
hurried withdrawal. 

Begin said that Israel was deter- 
mined to maintain certain elements 
of the border situation which existed 
before the operation, such as the 
“Good Fence" links and the physical 
contact with the Christian enclaves, 

Re, the stalled negotiations 
with Egypt. Begin said that Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat still held to his 
former demands. ‘'So there is no 
change." He refused to answer a 
question as to whether, or when, 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
would be returning to Cairo. 

Asked about Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan’s comment that Israel 
was pushing the U.S. into the 
sidelines by stressing direct contact 
with Egypt so much, Begin denied 
that this was so. Israel] was giving 
the U.S, a central role all the time. 

Asked by Moshe Shamir (Likud- 
La'am) why development work in 
the existing settlements in the areas 
was belug frozen, Begin said there 
was no basis to Shamir's question. 
Development projects were con- 
tinuing according to plan, and jn- 
vestments were being made all the 
time, he said. 


Ceausescu to discuss 
Middle East in U.S. 


BUCHAREST (AP). — Rumanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu left 
here yesterday for a state visit to the 
U.S., a day early, in order to make 
several ‘‘technical stopovers,"" of- 
ficials said. 

The Rumanian leader, whose 
country is the only communist state 
maintaining relations with Israel 
and all its Arab neighbours, as well 
as with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), said that, 
among other topics, he wanted to 
deal with the Middie East in his talks 
with President Carter. 

He indicated that the stalled 
Israel-Egypiian peace negotiations 
should now be followed by an inter- 
national conference on the Middle 
East that would bring the PLO to the 
conference table.

Slepak marks eight years as a ‘refusenik’

TEL AVIV. — Vladimir Slepak, one 
of the USSR’s most prominent and 
long-standing aliya activists, will 
tomorrow mark his eighth anniver- 
sary as @ “'refusenik."’ 

Stepak, a radio engineer, first 
applied to go to Israel on April 13, 
1970. He is refused an exit permit 
partly because the Soviet authorities 
claim that nine years ago he had 
access to state secrets, and partly 
because his 84-year-old father 
refuses to give permission for the 
son’s departure. The Soviets often 
demand the parents’ consent, even 
for adults. 

Estranged from his father, Slepak 


is also separated from his sons. The 
eldest, Alexander, lias been allowed 
to come on aliya: the younger, 
Leonid, is now in hiding in the Soviet 
Union, as he faces military call-up. 

Slepak has been arrested more 
than half a dozen times, including 
during President Nixon's Moscow 
visit. 

Meanwhile, there is mounting con- 
cern here over news from Moscow 
that the health of Prisoner of Zion 
Edward Kuznetsov is deteriorating. 

Kuznetsov is serving a 15-year 
hard labour sentence for his part in 
the desperate 1970 piot to steal a 
plane to escape from the Soviet 
Union.

Ex-convict cleared of extortion bid 


TEL AVIV. — Ex-conviet Ya'acov 
Alperon, who was acquitted of taking 
part in the murder of Yefet Nagar in- 
side Shatta Prison, was yesterday 
acquitted of another charge — 
attempting to extort 11.500,000 from 
Nagar before Nagar was stabbed to 
death. . 

Judge Haim Dvorin of the Tel Aviv 
District Court said he had found 
grave contradictions in the 
testimony of both defence and 
prosecution witnesses. 

‘The prosecution had claimed that 
while Nagar was jailed in the Kfar 
Yona prison, Alperon demanded that 
he pay IL500,000 85 ‘‘compensation" 
for wounding Alperon‘s brother in a 
gunfight, testifying against other 
brothers of Alperon in court, 
“taking” a prostitute who worked 
for Alperon and defrauding him in a 
@rugs deal connected to unidentified 
persons in Germany. 


Later both prisoners were 
transferred to the Shatta jail, where 
Nagar was stabbed in his cell. 
Alperon was originally among the 16 
inmates accused of taking part in the 
murder — which was said to be the 
verdict of an underworld kangaroo 
court — but he was acquitted without 
having to answer the charge. 


The day after his release Alperon 
Was indicted on the extortion charge. 
The prosecution claimed that he had 
already received from Nagar in Kfar 
Yona 1L50.000 as an ‘‘advance" on 
the IL500,000, 


Judge Dvorin said it could not be 
proved that Nagar had committed 
any of the offences against Alperon 
which the prosecution claimed were 
the motive for the extortion, and that 
the contradictory evidence was not 
enough proof for a conviction.

Fewer fatal road

The number of fatal road ac- 
cidents in the South dropped by 42.5 
per cent in the first two months of the 
year as compared with the same 
period last year, the head of the 
southern police district traffic divi- 
sion said last night. 

There were 23 fatal accidents in 
January and February this year, in 
which 27 persons died. Sgan-Nitzav 
Kalman Bornstein said. This com- 
pares with 40 fatal accidents, in 
which 42 persons died, in the first 
two months of last year. 

Chief Superintendent Bornstein 
said the marked decrease was a 
direct result of stricter law enforce- 
ment in the area. He said the traffic

“Nobody counts the hours we 
spend on security duty before 
classes in the morning, or taking 
training courses in the afternoons 
and during all our vacations,’ she 
continued. ‘Yes, if you take 600 


|" hours of training you can get a small 
salary increment; but that’s not why 


we do it. I just went to school two 
days a week in the afternoons and 
evening for two years to become a 
senior teacher — not for the IL50 a 
month added to my salary and not 
for the title ‘senior’ but because I 
really wanted to learn to be a better 
teacher." 

Everyone demands that teachers 
try new methods, but then the 
Ministry of Education tells the 
parents that the schools are only 
allowed to change textbooks once in 
four years, Gur-Arye complained. So 
teachers want to introduce a new 
programme with very cheap

“The Ministry of Education never 
backs us," she said. “We're in cons- 
tant confrontation with the children, 
the the ministry; and if 
we're not lucky enough to have a 
nice principal or inspector, with 
them, too." 


Teaching 15 a tiring profession, 
physically and mentally, she ex- 
plained. A girl who works in the of- 
fice can talk on the phone to her 
friend when the boss isn’t around. 
‘Teachers have to work every minute 
that they're in the classroom, and 
even their recesses are often spent 
talking to children or parents or be- 
ing on duty in the schoolyard. 

“T only stay in teaching because I 
would lose all my pension rights if I 
changed profession,"' she admitted. 
The Ministry of Education should 
really offer training programmes to 
help teachers get into other aspects 
of education, such as curriculum 
planning. The only thing a teacher 
can do is either stay in the classroom 
or become a principal. she noted. 

“T think the ministry finds it con- 
venient that there are so many 


. Women in teaching. We don't make 


as much noise as men. We don’t fight 


for our rights because after we finish 
our day's work we have other work 
at home. And then there's that myth 
about the woman being the second 
breadwinner. I don’t know what that 
means. Rothschild’s wife could find 
something easier and more pleasent 
than teaching if she wanted a job. As 
far as I know, most women teachers 
who work are wives of wage-earners 
and have to work because the family 
couldn't manage on one salary." 


There are certain things teachers 
want which people think they're 
demanding for their own con- 
venience, she said, such as smaller 
classes and special facilities for dis- 
turbed children and others who can't 
learn in regular classes. 

“It isn't that we want to get these 
children off our hands. it’s that we 
want them, and the regular children 
in the clasa, to learn,'’ she stressed. 

“People who compare teachers to 
seamen and talk about ‘breaking us* 
don’t realize that education is the 
most important thing in thia coun- 
try." she said. “The minimalists say 
it comes after defence. the max- 
imalists say it comes before defence, 
because we are only able to stand 
up to the enemies who outnumber us 
because we have quality against 
their quantity.

Former ally to oppose Kollek 
in J’lem council elections

Deputy mayor Meron Benvenisti, 
for long the closeat confidant of 
Mayor Teddy Kollek on the 
Jerusalem Municipal Council, in- 
tends to run for the counctl on an op- 
posing ticket in the November elec- 
tions.

Benvenisti began working with 
Kollek in 1960, when he joined the 
Government Tourist Corporation, 
which had been organized by Kollek 
as director-general of the Prime 
Minister's Office. 

Koliek, in Jast month's press con- 
ference, praised Benvenisti's 
abilities and expressed regret at 
their faNing out — for which, he said, 
each side blamed the other. 

Benvenistt, a Labour Party 
member indicated that he was ex- 
Ploring the possibility of joining 
another party's list or perhaps in- 
ducing the Labour Party to run its 
own Candidates to oppose Kollek’s 
independent list. Labour leaders 
have Indicated that they have no in- 
tention of doing so.

As part of Young Artists Week 
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Gunmen kill Red Brigades jail guard 


TURIN. — Three gunmen yesterday 

Shot and killed a guard at a prison 
‘where 15 Red Brigades urban 
. guerrillas are being held here while 

:on trial for subversion. 

But one of the gunmen was wound- 
‘ed in the attack and later arrested at 
[8 medical clinic, where he was 
{reported in serious condition. 

1 His capture could give police a 
breakthrough in their hunt for the 
, Red Brigades gang which kidnapped 
‘former Italian premier Aldo Moro 
‘last month. 

‘(In Paris, French television said it 
had received a call purporting to 
come from Moro’s kidnappers 
yesterday threatening to kill him 
tomorrow unless their demands 
were met.) 

Guard Lorenzo Cotugno, 81, was 


shot in the back by his assassins as 
he stepped out of his elevator, but he 
pulled his service pistol and shot one 
man three times before stumbling 
into the street and dying on the pave- 
ment. 

The attackers fled in a getaway 
car and later dumped the wounded 
man outside a first-aid station. 

The attack commando dropped 
two pistols at the scene of the gun 
battle, a 7.65-mm. fitted with a 
silencer and a .38-calibre weapon. 

Police later found the killers’ 
getaway car with a blond wig, a 
German-made sub-machinegun and 
a pair of ammunition clips on the 
back seat. 

The guard's attackers leaped into 
a taxi after abandoning their 
getaway car and wounded compa- 


nion and drove off, presumably 
threatening the driver at gunpoint. 

The bungled killing of Cotugno was 
the second attack within 12 hours in 
Turin, where leaders of the leftist 
terrorists are standing trial on other 
charges of kidnapping and forming 
an armed band. 

On Monday night four masked peo- 
ple pumped seven bullets into 
gynaecologist Ruggero Grio, 89, in 
his consulting room after binding 
and gagging him. He was taken to 
hospital! in serious condition-with two 
bullets in his shoulders and five in 
his legs. 

Feminists recently attacked Grio 
verbally for failing to perform an 
abortion on a woman who subse- 
quently died in childbirth. (Reuter, 
UPI) 


Ethiopia using cluster bombs 
in Eritrea, rebels claim 


ROME (Reuter). — Eritrean rebels 
said yesterday that Ethiopian Mig 
jets were dropping napalm and 
cluster bombs on villages near 
Asmara and Massawa, apparently in 
preparation for a government offen- - 
sive in Ethiopia's northernmost 
province. 

“Their strategy first of all is to 
retake the road between the capital, 
Asmara, and the port of Massawa'"’ 
a spokesman for the Eritrean 
People's Liberation Front (EPLF) 
told Reuter.

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Kuwait starts conscription - 
to army because of ‘Zionists’

KUWAIT. — The tiny oil-rich 
sheikhdom of Kuwait is preparing to 
introduce military conscription next 
week. The reason, according to Chief 
of Staff Gen. Mubarak Sabah, is “the 

Zionist conspiracy. 

‘Thereal reason could be the dilem- 
mas faced by a largely Beduin army 
confronted with the onset of modern 
technology. 

Mubarak described conscription 
88 “a civilized step.” But he hasten- 
ed to add that "" does not 
mean that our society is becoming 
aggressive." 

Aconscription law has been on the 
books for several years. But some 
observers were puzzled as to why 
such a step was being taken now. 
The ‘'Zionist conspiracy” — the local 
style of referring to Israel — is a good 
1,600 km. away across the Arabian 
Peninsula. Kuwait joined other Arab 
states in denouncing Israel's inva- 
sion of South Lebanon last month, 
but like them did precious little else.

National leaders have to move 
through an international jungie (and 
sometimes through an even more 
dangerous jungle at home), where 
the rules of ordinary morality simp- 
ly do not apply. When they are at the 
mercy of their enemies, they are not 
judged by those rules. 


This is not always to their disad- 
vantage. In some lucky countries, 
where there are no really deep 
political divisions, the tone of politics 
stays gentlemanly and even the 
villains are allowed to retire 
gracefully. (Thus Richard Nixon 
was amnestied.) 

Even where coups are more fre- 
quent than elections, it is often an un- 
written rule of the ‘Politicians’ 
Union" that ex-heads of state can go 
abroad to live with their bank ac- 
counts. After all, today's winner 
could be tomorrow's loser. 


BUT when the survival of the whole 
system comes under challenge in a 
country, then it gets very unhealthy 
to be a politician. Italy and Pakistan 
have both become that sort of coun- 
try, which is extremely unfortunate 
for Mr. Bhutto ang Mr. Moro. 


The military regime that 
overthrew Bhutto last year was cer- 
tainly acting in good faith. The coun- 
try was nearing civil war due to the 
riots against the way Bhutto had fix- 
ed the election of Merch 1977. But 
General Zia and his colleagues are 
now in deep trouble, for there are no 
other credible civilian politicians to 
hand over power to, and Pakistan's 
volatile public opinion has swung 
back in Bhutto's favour. 

Zia is discovering that the hard 
part about riding a tiger comes when 
you want to dismount. If he leaves 
power while Bhutto is still alive, the 
man will soon be prime minister 
again, and Zia could be in jail 
forever (if he is lucky) or dead. On 
the other hand, if he hangs Bhutto, it 
could trigger a popular uprising. 


Bhutto probably did order the 
Tourder of which he is accused, but' 
that does not matter now, nor is it 
possible for him to get a fair trial un- 
der Zia. What will decide his fate is 
Zia’s calculation on whether Bhutto 
is more dangerous dead or alive. 

The people deciding Moro's fate 
had exactly the opposite calculation 
to make. Was he more useful to them

alive and humiliated, to show their 
contempt for the ‘‘bourgeois" 
democratic state he represents? Or 
dead, to demonstrate the fatal 
weakness of the Italian security ap- 
Paratus and to undermine what is 


‘left of Italy's stability? 


The Red Brigades are so far left 
they see the Itallan Communists as 
pert of the “bourgeois” enemy. 
Moro was a choice target because, 


\as president of the Christian 


Democratic Party, he was the 
leading advocate of closer collabora- 
tion with the Communists, and likely 
prime minister in an eventual coali- 
tion government. 


The precedent Moro’s kidnappers 
Probably had in mind wag the 
Faacists' kidnapping and murder of 
the Socialist leader Giacomo 
Matteotti in 1924. By showing the in- 
ability of the Italian state to deal 
with political murder, it paved the 
way to power for the Fascists. The 
Red Brigades are close to the 
fascists in origin, spirit and 
methods, despite their position at the 
opposite end of the political spec- 
trum. and what worked once might 
work again. 


But for Bhutto. as much as for 
Moro, the lesson was clear from the 
start. Indeed, Bhutto always knew it 
and Italian politicians have been 
learning it rapidly over the past few 
years. When the stakes in politics get 
high enough, unlucky politicians can 
expect neither justice nor mercy.

about toys 


ALL IN THE FAMILY 
Eleanor Harris 


ONCE upon a time toys were just 
playthings. Period. Today toys are 
“educational’’ and designed to 
develop “skills.” People forget that 
they (toys) always were educational 
and children always developed skills 
through play. 

Although there were always a few 
internationally known makers of fine 
toys, I am glad to see the current 
emphasis, because it can only im- 
prove toys in general, and heavens 
knows how many need improving. 

But in the competition of the 
market place — in the rush to earn 
huge profits by exploiting 
educational or psychological 
theories — many beautifully packed 
toys are offered for sale which are 
neither more educationa] nor more 
entertaining than any others. They 
just cost more. So if you are buying 
toys for the little ones in your family, 
knowing some basic facts may help 
you to get the most for your money 

The first prerequisite is that the 
child should like it. The chiid wil! not 
learn anything from the finest toy 
you can buy, if he does not go back to 
play with it over and over again. 
Even an infant can indicate a 
preference for one toy over another. 
and by the time the child ts mobile, 
he is quite good at making his like 
and dislikes known. 

One example is the many attrac- 
tive manipulative toys for toddlers. 
But for some children they are poor 
substitutes for the contents of the 
kitchen drawer. If ἃ child prefers to 
practise his visual-motor skills on 
the percolator Instead of on a set of 
stacking plastic rings, who are we to 
say he is wrong. It isn't that the toy is 
bad; it may be that the sound of the 
pot or the nearness to mother's legs 
in the kitchen that made him prefer 
the percolator. The point is that if he 
Is using the percolator over and over 
again, then the coffee pot is a better 
educational toy for him than the 
purchased variety. It is unfortunate 
but most of us spend a lot of money, 
and collect a lot of junk in the toybox, 
before we find those toys (usually 
few in number) that the child really 
loves, and that maintain his interest 
over a period of time. 

The second prerequisite is that the 
skill being taught is appropriate to 
the age and developmental level of 
the child. A well-known toy company 
markets a wooden clock and 
specifies it as appropriate for ages 
two to five, It has hands that can be 
Manipulated by a large wooden nut 
(suitable to smalt hands) and a 
music box In the back that a amall 
child can operate by himaelf. It is a 
well-made, nice-looking toy, but I 
know very few children who are 


The first prerequisite in buying & toy is that the child {πὸ it. 


ready to learn to tell time between 
the ages of 2 and 5. By the time hi 
ready to learn, this clock wil! be 
babyish, too cumbersome, and cer- 
tainly too expensive. For teaching 
this skill, a good piece of equipm 
can be made by anyone out of a pie 
of cardboard, a thumbtack «with a 
cork to secure it behind, and a felt- 
tipped pen. 

Or try this one — a direct quotation 
from a catalogue I received recent- 
ly. “Readiness blocks in math and 
reading for early learning. Young 
learners are called upon to use im- 
agination and tactile senses."' These 
blocks are 153" plastic cubes — too 
small and too slippery for building 2 
decent tower and too expensive for 
just presenting the shapes. colours, 
‘and animals printed on their faces. 

Another item from this cataiogue 
“improves observation, memory, 
ability to copy, and orientation. 
These sets promote the perception of 
language as it affects movement, 
language action, and action crienta- 
tion. Also includes more than 120 
possibilities to easily train children 
afflicted with dyslexia.’ The item 
advertised is a collection of graded 
sets of domino-like cards (οἵ good 
size and fine quality), some with

Turkey meat 
up 10% 
for Pessah

TEL AVIV. — Turkeys, which the 
Poultry Marketing Board has been 
trying to meke a traditional part of 
the Pessah feast, will cost the 
housewife at least ten per cent more 

this season. 

The Ministry of Agriculture and 
the Poultry Marketing Board yester- 
day authorized farmers to raize their 
prices from IL.20 to 17,22 per kilo for 
the male turkey and from IL19 to 
IL22 per kilo for the female. 

Ya'acov Doron, head of the PMB, 
told The Post that prices had to be 
raised ‘‘because of the law of supply 
and demand. The demand was 
greater than the supply.” 

He claimed that the Agriculture 
Ministry months ago told the PMB 
that it should not produce more than 
35,000 tons.of turkey this season. 
Ministry officials felt that the 
farmers would be left with surplus 


turkey meat if they raised more than, 


the quota set. 

Despite this, Doron said, the 
farmers produced 43,500 tons of 
turkey meat this season. In addition, 
he said 5.000 tons of frozen turkey 
meat from last year has already 
been consumed, and yet, there is a 
shortage. :

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Zero-based approach 


for balanced budgets

BEERSHEBA. — President Jimmy 
Carter has claimed that he will be 
able to balance the U.S. budget by 
1981: using a system called “‘zero- 
based budgeting.'’ A visiting 
American professor from Case 
Western Reserve is currently lec- 
turing at the Ben-Gurion Univeraity 
of the Negev on the system, which is 
based on budget estimates being for- 
mulated each year from scratch, in- 
stead of working from the previous 

year's figures. 

Prof. Burton V. Dean explains that 
the core concept of building a budget 
from ground zero is not new. The in- 
novation can be seen, however, in 
methods currently used in the U.S. 
for implementing the system in 
organizations. 

Dean says that in traditional 
budgeting the previous year's level 
are often assumed and earlier inef- 
ficiencies are thus carried forward. 
The method, according to Dean, 
leads to continua] growth in the 
budget and makes it difficult to 
determine trade-offs between new 
and existing programmes. 

Inflationary effects tend to 
dominate usual budget thinking, 
Dean claims. More important, 
traditional budgeting does not re- 
quire a rigorous analysis of the costs 
and benefits of all programmes. This 
leads to 2 lack of relevant informa- 
tion by which management can for- 
mulate rational decisions on 
priorities. 

Dean describes zero-based 
budgeting as ‘an operating, plan- 
ning and budgeting process which 
requires each manager to justify his 
entire budget request in detail from 
zero. Each manager must state why 
he should spend any money at all. 
Subsequently. these statements are 
reviewed at higher organizational 
levels. The approach requires that 
all activities be identified as ‘deci- 
sion packages’ which are then 
systematically evaluated and rank- 
ed in order of importance." 

Prof. Dean claims that zero-base 
budgeting Is not only a method to cut 
spending, but aleo a planning and 
budget control system. There exists 
not only an accounting of funds, but

also a description of how these funds 
will be used for the organization's 
goals. Managers can thus be held ac- 
countable for both planning and use 
of funds. : . 

Dean feels that the budgeting 
system can also be important in 
building morale and cooperation 
within an organization. “Employees 
from the lowest level up are in- 
volved. They see the reasons for 
programme funding and they 
become participative so that “‘deci- 
sion packages’ can be justified. 
They then become involved in their 
specific unit as well as the func- 
tioning of the organization as a 
whole.” 

The concept: of zero-baesed 
budgeting was first used in 1069 at 
Texas Instruments in the U.S. when 
the firm had to make decisions on 
major cuts in its budget. In 1972 Jim- 
my Carter, then governor of 
Georgia, employed the system in 
planning his state budget and 
managed to balance it succesafully. 
Carter wrote In his book "Why Not 
the Best,"* that 'twhen I left office, 
our state surplus was almost $200m. 
and the fiscal year 1975 budget waa 
actually $10m. lower then the fiscal 
1974 budget." 

With Israel's problems of for- 
mulating and balancing the state 
budget each year, it seems that the 
example of President Carter ought 
to be heeded here as well.

LAST WEEK'S meeting of the Board of Governors of the 
Hebrew University has again highlighted the plight of universi- 
ty education and of scientific research in Israel.
